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“Public In Highly Critical Mood— 
Appreciation of Good Pictures 
Should Be Stimulated,” De- 
clares Head in Annual 
Report. 


New York.—The public no longer 
support vulgarity and obscenity in 
motion pictures to the extent of 
making such types of cinema pro- 
ductions profitable at the box office, 
Will H. Hays, president of the Mo- 
tion-Picture Producers and Distri- 
butors of America, declares in his 
anndal report to the organization 
which he heads. : 

Declaring that “public opinion is 
in a highly critical mood,” and 
“looking with appraising eyes on 
government, on finance, on indus- 
try,” Mr. Hays says that “the mo- 
tion picture screen is charged with 
public service.” “Whatever claims 
there may be for the production of 
suggestive, sordid, or vulgar pic- 
tures for their allegedly sure-fire 
box-office appeal,” he adds, “the 
fact is that the general public to- 
day demands higher, not lower, 
social standards from the screen, 
The industry as a whole should not 
tolerate the individual practices of 
any producer which threaten to de- 
stroy public support for the whole 
industry.” 

“We need to stimulate the con- 
structive appreciation of good pic- 
tures, without forgetting the in- 
evitably bad effects of poor pic- 
tures,” he says. “The public is not 
interested in the details of code 
regulation. Its final judgment must 
be based on whether the picture as 
a whole is wholesome or unwhole- 
some in atmosphere. In no instance 
can observers of the letter of the 
code excuse non-observance of the 
spirit of the production code.”

THE REASONABLENESS OF 
OUR CATHOLIC WORSHIP 


OR a long time it was fasnion- 
able for professional apologists 
to justify the existence of Catholic 
and Protestant forms of divine 
worship by stating there was a 
“Catholic” as well as a “Protes- 
tant’”’ temperament, and that there- 
fore both these required different 
types of worship to suit their 
peculiar needs. 
But in recent years we have seen 
a liturgical trend in the Protestant 
ehurches, and a tendency toward 
formal worship as compared to the 
elective and elastic methods which 
have characterized the typically 
Protestant . service. Furthermore, 
architects for many of the modern 
Protestant churches have gone back 
to the Middle Ages for ideas, and 
outwardly and inwardly the design 
of many Protestant churches now 
follows the cross-shaped plan which 
has always been the traditional 
Catholic use. This plan provided 
for the sanctuary; so we now 
have “sanctuaries” in Protestant 
churches, which the minister per- 
force must fill by moving the com- 
munion table from its former posi- 
tion near the congregation. We 
find the communion table now set 
against the sanctuary wall, with a 
canopy or reredos above it, in which 
there may be niches for statues of 
Christ, the Virgin Mary and the 
Saints.

‘-ESUS touched many things im 
His’ human flesh, and wherever 
He laid His hand He left an in- 
delible impression of beauty, but to 
none did He impart a more Divine 
loveliness and consequently a more 
sanctifying influence than to sor- 
row, whence it may be called the 
guardian angel of the principles of 
the new Kingdom, whose mission 
it is to keep alive the memory of 
the Divine Lawgiver. 


The sorrows of the Incarnate 
Son of God had been predicted ia 
most pathetic language by the 
Royal Psalmist, and by the Pro — 
phets Isaias and Jeremiah. While 
we read them we listen not only to 
the tones of a Divine grief mourn- 
ing over the ruin of souls and the 
frustration of the eternal designs 
in their regard, but also to the 
accents of human sorrow breaking 
forth from a human Heart at the 
sight of its rejected love, and pour- 
ing itself out in plaintive measure 
from as many sources of sorrow 
and anguish, as are to be found in 
the soul of man. For, not one 
the various fountains of sorrow 
which it is the lot of man to know 
was wanting in the Soul of Jesus, 


If we could only remember this 
truth, we should draw from it 
abundant consolation in our own 
griefs, whatever may be their 
eause; but we are too prone, im 
meditating on the sorrows of the 
Son of God, to limit the objects 
which called them forth to such as 
we consider consistent with His 
Divine Nature, forgetting that He 
took a human Soul with its many 
susceptibilities, and that in His 
human Heart He carried our every 
rrief,

If, by an impossibility, we could

without sorrow, He would have 
been deprived of one of the strong- 
est cords drawing us to His love 
We should still be charmed by His 
beauty under other aspects, we

est Mother to feel, aided by all the 
intelligence and keenness of pene- 
trating which only a mother’s love 
can impart.

holding the crucifix. 

The indulgences of the Way of

semblyman Charles W. Dempster, 
prominent Los Angeles attorney 
and Shriner Mason, has introduced 
in the present California Legisla- 
ture a proposed Constitutional 
Amendment No. 47, reading as 
follows: 


“any private educational in- 
stitution of less than collegiate 
grade, within the State of Calif- 
ornia, not conducted for - profit, 
shall hold exempt from taxation 
its buildings and equipment, its 
grounds within which its buildings 
are located, not exceeding ten acres 
In area, its securities and income 
used exclusively for the purposes 
of education.” 


Proponents of the measure advo- 
cate its timeliness on the follow- 
ing grounds: 

(1) The largest single item of 
expense in the operation of Cali- 
fornia’s 300 private non-profit 
schools—the item which is break- 
ing them—is taxes. Relieved of 
this item, totaling approximately 
$250,000 yearly, these schools will 
be able to survive the depression. 
Otherwise many of them will be 
forced to close. 

(2) These 300 private non-pro- 
fit schools operated by various re- 
ligious denominations including 
Catholics, Presbyterians, Seventh 
Day Adventists, Methodists, Epis- 
copalians, Free Methodists,, Luth- 
erans, Jews, Methodist Episcopals 
and other sects, by furnishing ede- 
cation to 75,000 children, are sav- 
ing the state’s taxpayers $8,000,- 
‘000 yearly. 

(3) That California is the only

When you 
begin to think you “cannot save 
your soul”, you are close to De- 
spair. When you begin to think you 
eannot change and lead a GOOD 
life, then you are getting too close 
to Despair. It is a loss of that 
great Second Virtue,—Hope. 

A child that would think “Oh, I 
cannot save my soul; I cannot be 
good; I am certainly going to be 
lost forever”, is in danger, great 
danger of being guilty of “De- 
spair”’. Children very seldom, if 
ever commit this sin. We are just 
telling you about it, so that you 
will know what and how to think 


about these things of God. Lean on/ 


God as a good Father; call upon 
Him often each day in prayer, and 
you will never commit this sin. 

Why should you “Envy” the good 
life and good works of another per- 
son? Let that other person do 
good, and serve God. Try to follow 
that good example. Do not think 
that™person is trying to show off. 
Do not think that person is making 
a big fuss over nothing. People in 
the world laugh at fasting and Sun- 
day Mass and Feast Days, and Con- 
fession. Well, those are ways of 
serving God. As good children ad- 
mire and imitate their good ex- 
ample.

You should know 
and have at least a general under- 
standing of all of them. 

In the xii chapter, 31st. and 32nd. 
verses you will find the full mean- 
ing of these sins. Briefly each one 
above means: Presumption, is a 
rash confidence of obtaining God’s 
pardon, without using the means 
necessary. God is Infinitely Merci- 
ful, but also Infinitely Just. Re- 
sisting the Known Truth means 
speaking or writing against True 
Religion, when one knows better; 
wilfully misrepresenting the doc- 
trines and practices of Truth, or, 
in refusing to accept the truth, 
when one is convinced. 

Obstinancy in. Sin, is a positive 
refusal to use Grace from God, and 
the sermons, pleadings, admonitions 
and remorses of conscience. Such 
a one is a hardened sinner, and 
usually only a special Grace of God 
can soften such a heart. This a 
terrible state of soul, shutting the 
doors entirely to the Holy Ghost 
and the voice of conscience. And 
Final Impenitence consists in put- 
ting off one’s repentance till death, 
and then dying “without” repent- 
ance. 

How unreasonable to hope for 
eternal happiness, after a life of 
ease and indifference and worldly 
service, and sin! How can such 
souls expect Heaven? “Only the 
violent” bear away Heaven, and a 
life of service of God is very strict- 
ly required. Begin now, children. 


Do not be obstinate to this admoni- 
tion.

POPE URBAN VII 
A. D. 1590 


Pope Urban VII occupied the 
see of St. Peter for a very brief 
time, A. D. 1590. The following 
events of interest to the members

Pope Urban VII wag Pope oriv 
twelve days when he died. His in- 
terest in the Holy Name tmove- 
ment antedates his election to the 
Pepacy. He was a friend and 24- 
viser of the Holy Name Pecpes Paul 
IV, Pius IV, Gregory XIII (the lat- 
tar crea.ed him Cardina! December 
12, 1583) and of Pope Sixtus V, 


his immediate predecessor. He 


served as Papal Nuuacio «et the 
Court of Philip II of Spair for 
seven years and thus became inti- 
mately associated with tne tem- 
poral and spiritual activities of 
this monarch who had invited him 
to be the god-father of his oldest 
daughter Isabella. There is not the 
slightest doubt that he greatly 
encouraged King Philip—one of 
the greatest champions of the Holy 
Name movement of his time—in 
the spreading of the Holy Name 
Society throughout Spain and all 
other Spanish dominions, for 
Philip Il, like his illustrious fath- 
er, bestowed many royal favors 
upon the Holy Name movement, 
which enjoyed great prestige un- 
der his and his father’s reign. 
The writer Molinus of his time 
tells us that the Feast of the Holy 
Name was celebrated with great 
solemnity among the many Holy 


Name Confraternities existing at. 


that time throughout the world, 
for Charles V and Philip II prac- 
tically ruled in their day the whole 
world, and the growth of the Holy 
Name movement under their reign 
was extraordinary. 


Biography of Pope Urban VII 


Urban VII was born in Rome, 
August 4, 1521. His family name 
was Giovanni Castagna. He was 
ordained priest April 4, 1553, and 
immediately made Archbishop of 
Rossano. He was a noted canonist 
and served the Church in many 


diplomatic offices under five Popes. 
He also assisted at the Council of 
Trent, For seven years he was the 
Papal Nuncio at the Court of 
Philip If in Spain. This king was 
an ardent advocate of the Holy 
Name Society among the people of 
his vast kingdom. He received, no 
doubt, great encouragement from 
the Papal Nurcio (afterwards 
Pupe U VI). 

the death of Sixtus V he was 
elected Pop2 on September 1, 1590, 
at a conclave held at the Vatican 
in which fifty-f.wr Cardinals par- 
ticipated. He cook the name of 
Urban VII, and his election was 
hailed with universal joy. One of 
his first acts was to have a list 
made of the poor in Rome, that he 
might alleviate their needs. De- 
sirous of checking luxury among 
the rich, he forbade his chamber- 
lains to wear silk garments. A 
few days after his election he be- 
came seriously ill. From that mo- 
ment until his death he daily con- 
fessed and communicated, and the 
whole city of Rome incessantly 
sent up prayers to God in his be- 
half. Pubiic processions were 
made, the Blessed Sacrament was 
exposed, and no pious exercise was 
omitted to obtain from God the 
restoration of so good a _ Pope. 
After twelve days Urban VII died 
on September 27, 1590. 

Pope Urban VII was buried in 
the Vatican Basilica. In 1606 his 
remains were transferred to the 
Church of Santa Maria Sopra Mi- 
nerva in Rome. 


Holy Name Comment 


The last resting place of Pope 
Urban VII is in the Dominican 
church in Rome, which is the world 
headquarters of the Holy Name 
Society. There he rests among four 
other Holy Name Champions, Leo 
X (died 1521); Clement VII (died 
1534); Paul IV (died 1559); Bene- 
dict XIII (died 1730). A beautiful 
monument sculptored by Baccio 
Pintelli has been placed over his 
tomb. It will be interesting to note 
that two American Cardinals, John 
McCloskey and John Farley of New 
York, were titular Cardinals of the 
Minerva, the International Head- 
quarters of the Holy Name So- 
ciety.

“services,” which he does not like 
to see used as a term, he knows 
there is a vast difference in the in- 
tent of the two forms of worship, 
regardless of whether the Episco- 
palian formal worship is likewise 
termed the Celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist. What any Catholie or 
any good Christian, for that mat- 
ter, fears to see is the obsession 
with attractive liturgical forms of 
divine worship that only flatter the 
proponents, perpetuate denomina- 
tional differences, and actually 
tend to keep divided the mystical 
Body of Christ which is The Holy 
Catholic Church. 


How much more logical, how 
much easier it would be, if min- 
isters and people, who feel the 
hunger toward liturgical worship, 
would go the needed ni farther, 
and investigate fairly the claims 
of the Catholic Church upon their 
allegiance! The day is fortunately 
passed when the Pope was looked 
upon as one of the terrors of the 
Book of Revelations; all people 
know him as a common churchly 
father anxious to enfold all of 
Christ’s followers under the moth- 
erly wings of the great Church 
that never ceases regretting the 
loss of her children, and always 
prays for their return. 


A non-Catholic can serve his 
curiosity a good turn by possessing 
himself of a Catholic prayer book, 
going to a Catholic church of a 
Sunday morning, and observing 
how the order of service in his own 
church is but the shattered re- 
mains of an older order of service 
known as the Mass. Certain divi- 
sions of the morning worship, 
such as the Creed, the Offertory, 
the Consecration, the Communion, 
—all familiar to him, are all there, 
in their proper meaning and order. 
He will find that after reading ex- 
tracts from the Bible, which are 
called the Epistle and Gospel of 
the day, the priest enters the pul- 
pit to read these Bible passages to 
the congregation. The priest then 
makes the routine parish announce- 
ments. There may be notices of 
memorial Masses for dead parish- 
ioners or for the intentions of liv- 
ing members,—strange to the 
Protestant listener, but somehow 
satisfying, withal. 


There will be a collection at the 
Offertory, which the Protestant 
can let pass by him, if it seems 
against his principles to contribute 
as yet to a Church in which he 
feels a stranger. As the Preface 
is reached he will be surprised to 
find words strikingly familiar, and 
will know where Bishop Heber 
secured the words of one of his 
favorite hymns, “Holy, Holy, Holy. 
Lord God Almighty.”. At the Con- 
secration he will see the priest lift 
on high the consecrated bread and 
the wine, after pronouncing the 
solemn words of Christ: “This is 
my body.... This is my Blood.” 
Christ becomes present on that 
altar at the words of the priest. 


Presently members of the con- 
gregation will begin to converge 
towards the communion rail; the 
priest will come from the altar and 
jadminister the Wafer of the Holy 
‘Communion to them.

ON WHAT AUTHORITY? 


Protestant Churches have as- 
signed to a Committee of laymen 
the task of studying religious needs 
in the foreign mission fields, and 
the clergy members of Mission 
Boards recommended the accept- 
ance of their recommendations.
